Coiiiisel read the article in <|uestion and 
I hero w.as iiotliiiig in the editorifil which 
showed tiiat Ihe evidence was co]»ied from 
another ptipor. Mr. Higgin.s' dofonce was 
that it was copied from iiiiolher pnper and 
it was lueiely in Mie usual course of his 
liiisini'ss a.s a join ii.ili.sl, Itiit tlieiewasno 
alleiiipt iii.icle to re|ii'odiico the article in 
l liu h'r.uuii,! I', 1^1. Till! Janguagu in the 
latter did not lueiiiion Mr. Walkiim, while 
the art iclo in Tut: ( 'iii.ii.vi.sT did; it wa» 
a gaililed ropoit ol wli.al appearod in the 
I'lifl. The iii.iiiiier in which the article 
was worded would convey tho iiloa that 
Mr. Higgins had a Irno copy of the report 
of McNanioe'a evidence, cut from some 
oxchaiigo or aiippliod by a corretipondcnt.. 
Mr. I liggiiis had virtually ehalluiigod Mr. 
Walkeni to cniiie forward and prove .Mr. 

He 
had stilled in the article liiat 
he did lint holiovu tlu) evidutice 
of iMcNaim-e In ho trilo. Well, why did 
he publish it. The niimner in which it 
was inserted merely added a stiug to the 
libel. Mr. Higgins bad bronghl the ac- 
tion for libol on liiiiiHeU'. Mr. Higgins 
was editor und piililislier of Till! Ooi.o.ni.st 
for many years and had oiigagod in jioliti- 
eal life, and when Mr. Walkulu was in 
ollice he opposed him. In the dry dock 
iiiipiiry of 1882 tho evidence of Mr. Wal- 
keni was iitililished in 'i'lIK 0(111 i.S'lST, ill 
which Mr. Walkeni slatud on oath thai 
he was nut iiilerostod in any way in thu 
MeNiuiiee i-oiitract, and was glad that tlio 
opportunity had been given him to deny 
nn oatii the fnlsoaiid umlicious slAtoiuents 
that had boon circulated in reference to 
liiniHelf.

another question he hud slated that he 
believed Mr. Walkem'a sworn evideiiee 
en that ooofuion \v^' jBtriotly true. t he 
libel was simply this-^that Mr. Higgins 
had charged that Mr. VV.ilkem, in his 
capacity of chief couiiuissioner, had used 
his ollice for tlio purpuse of illegally mak- 
ing money by being interoHled in the con- 
tract with McNainee it Co. It was th". 
grciasest kind of lu'each and required the 
stroiigeat oeiisttro at!';' tUci hands of the 
jury. .Vlthough ho sb'ited that bo be- 
lieved Mr. Walkuin's evidence in the in- 
quiry strictly true, yel he allowed I he 
jmblication of what he knew lo 
ho untrue to go uncontradicted, when 
an explanation oi;^ retraction might 
have averted the trouble and worry of 
suit. Another matter he would call their 
attention to was the fnct tliat Mr. Walk- 
eni, before tho pnlilication of ihe liliol, 
imd retired from political life and w;is 
elevated to the bench, where he was 
above party considerations and was sup- 
posed to ho uiibia.sed in his opinions. It 
was !i charge of swindling wlien in ollice 
as premier and must have had an evil 
etibot in the districts Ihrongh wliieh tli.' 
paper was dislriliutint. It impugned tlie 
honesty of Mr. \\'.ill;eiii aiid was a eli.irge 
of the worst kind, .and one which iniist 
have tieeu prejudicial to Mr. Watkem's 
character. A judge could not enter into 
a newspaper conlio\'ei.sy in older to deny 
these eli.irges, and his iiiil\' eomsc was lo 
enter t he pieseiiL ai-lioii. The I'aci l.li.i! 
defeiidanl did md take any steps to as 
certiiiii the Irulli ol' what he s|-ile.l he 
had copied when he iiiiglit have doiio so 
by looking over his own tiles, tho ses- i 
sional ji/ipurs, or hy telegraphing to Mr. 
.McN'aniee, as to wlii-l her there was aiiy 
trtilb ill the piiliiisli,',l evidence, ,uid neg 
ligeiiee to make any i el rael ion or repar.i 
licui was surely an a.;grav,il ion lo llie liliel. 
The mere fact tli.it he li.id copied it from , 
aiiothor tlid not al. all free him troin the 
libol. Counsel quoted several autlioi ities 
in libel, showing what fiolil was o|ieii lo 
journalistic criticism. 

The evideneo taken in the commission 
of 28th July, 188(), showing Mr. McNa- 
mee'a evidence taken in December of aaine 
yoikr, was reail. This was given 
at Ottawa, and eonsisled of Mr. McXa- 
mee's answers to ipicslions coiieeriiiiig the 
publication of the evidence in TliK Col.os- 
I.ST attributed to liim, wliieli he pronounced 
tmtrnlhfiil, and gailded also that in the 
Kvi'iiituj I'd.it. Mr. McNamoo al.so re- 
peated thu conversation he had hud with 
.Mr. Higgins at tlio Windsor Hotel in 
lloiitre.il. 

The interrogal'iries adiuiuisl ered hy the 
jilaintitl' and the defendants answers 
tliereto wei-e also read. 

The lirst witness oiillcd for the jirosecu- 
lion was 

W. S. (iore, sworn — Stiited that he had 
charge of the docuinenlH in the lands and 

works de]i.iilment , and iirodiiced the cirii- 
tracLof the 21tli of Fehriiury, IS.SO, l,e- 
Iweeii McNamuu, McNisb and others; 
also one of .•Vprii 4th, which were the 
only McNamoo contracts in the office. 

D. M, IChiMis, sworn — F'rodneed the 
partiierBhip agreeiinml of tho 2,'!rd .d' 
August, 188U, between McNaiiiee and 
others. 

Mr. .liutico Walkein, sir.trn, in an.svver 
to e.vaiiiinalion hy Mr. Drake, said: I 
am justice of the supriuiie court rif liritish 
Columbia. I'rior to 1H.S2 I held Keveral 
oflices under the governmeni ; 1 was presi- 
dent of tho executive council, premier 
and chief coiuuiis.sionur of lands and 
works; on the 24th of February, 1880, 1 
entered into a contract with iMcNaiiiee, 
.McNisli and .las. Wriglil. which w.-is .signed 
hy myself as chief coiiiiiiis,sioiicr ;if l.-mds 
and works; the conlraet w;is for tin- con- 
struction of tho Esquimalt graving dock; 
I entered into tho contract with ihem as 
they Miiliiniltud the lowest tender, which 
was about ?100,000 lower than any of tlie 
others. [Mr. Walketn here read the va 
rioim tenders to the -oiirl in siilivt-nt i;ile 
his statement. I He then eiuitiiined: .-\b 
chief counuissioner of lands and works in 
,Iiiiie, 1880, 1 directed tho cnnlr.actors to 
proceed with the con.st met ion of the dock 
by foriiud notice. Tliei'e followed some | 
corre8])ondence lietween the lands and j 
works oBico and .McNamee at the lime, ! 
who after rujieated remoiistraiices to the 
legislature, catiio from .Mont real and inade 
an application for delay. .-Vfler Mr. Mc- 
Namee had been here some time he ar- 
ranged t(> take in the local partners, whom 
I refused to recognize, as it would dis- 
charge the bondsmen in Montreal. .Mr. 
McNamee submitted the ui.-iller to .Mr. 
Robsnn, who approvrd of il as execu- 
tive of the Dominion Covornnicnt 
for tho purpose of bringing it 
under that legislation, I had no interest 
whatever in the contract, 1 saw the D,\ii,v 
Colonist of tlie 20tli Nov. l.S.sr., which 1 
have lieforo luo. It is the ideiilie;il copy 
an I liappeiied to imtice al the lime a 
pencil mark in one cnrner, ;iiid .so identify 
it. I sent a telegr.am to .McNaiiiee calling 
(vtteni ion to Ihe piihlicalion of his .state- 
ments. A moiit.li .afterward, the Idtli of 
December, 1885, I received the I'ullowiim 
relegram, which he re.ad in eoiiii, deiiyino 
the stJilemcnta and signed hy .McNamee. 

Mi;. Walkeni then read a letter which 
he had written on the 24tli of November 
to McNamee, denying all the allogalioiis 
in tho newspapers, which ho wi-ole "ifier 
he saw Till! Coi.iiNisi'. Com inning his 
evidence ho said: "I reco'ved a lelti-r 
from Mr. IMcXainee on the Kith of De- 
comber dijiiyiiig that ho made, a statement 
that 1 had any pecuniary interest in the 
graving dock."

easleiii press the liliel was destroyed,

which consists of llie "right to piililisli 
with inqiiniily truth willi good 
motives ami for justitiable ends, 
whether it respects governiiienis. 
magistracy or individuals," as distinguish- 
ed from its licentiousness, which had been 
.Icscrilied as "Dalidoi-.-iliox," the soiilre of 
e\ ery evil. Ill the eiideiuor lo convey 
t ruth for jnstilialile ends errors will Bome- 
tiiiies iiiiiocenlly creep in, but in Hiicli 
cases the all-important question of malice 
and injury are those which decide whether 
a libel lum boon pef])ot 'atod. For iii- 
sl;mee, in one ease a newspaper jirililc-d :i 
liliel which had a i ie,ared in ,11111 her, bill, 
added at the end tbo word "fudge " aiitl 
the ji.iry, under the sanction of the court, 
found that the word neutralized the libol. 
In aiiiitlier cas(\ us in this one |iassage in 
ail arlielo eonlained a gross libel, bill the 
rciiiaiiider explained it. away, and llni 
courl direclim.r Ihe jui'y 'o lake liiiue and 
aiilidole togetlnn-, gavi- jndgiueiil for th;; 
defeiidanl, 1 1 was entirely erroneous to say 
that Mr, Walkem was on nis trial. Nojnsti- 
lic.atioii was pleaded and whatever the rc- 
siill of the case it will be neither n viiidica- 
I ion nor a emili rinatinn of the attack ujioii 
biiii. .An entirely f.ilse issue had been 
placed liehire the jui'j'.

stateiuent, h it on the contrary writing to 
him in quite a fiiendlv tone 011 the 2!)th 
May, discussing the evidence which Mc- 
Namee should give regarding an expected 
wiliioss, 11. P. Mitchell If Higgins had 
luiblished exactly what McNamee had 
s.iid, it would have been far more oHen- 
aivi! to .Mr. Walkem than the comment 
upon wlial he did puhlish. Mr. Davie 
llieii referred lo the evidence wdiich he 
should otl'er, which would coniidetely dis- 
place all suggestions of malice and which 
tvoulil show iiow Mr. Uiggins' attention 
came firat to be called to the publication, 
imd how the efFoct of what he wrote had 
been discussed and agreed to hy Mr. 
I ImiKimiir and i\Ir. Tuck. In Ontario or 
Maniloba such an ad ion as'tbis could not 
be maintained unless the pl.aintiir could 
sliow aclual malice, and in the absence of 
such evidence such an action should not 
he encouraged here 

.After closing his remarks he .submitted 
the writ li'ii e\ idence of Samuel 1'. Tuck, 
lakcn on the 27th of May, with the alU- 
davit of Mr. Higgins, showing that the 
witness was absent from the city. The 
evidence was mainly to prove the first 
time the article came to I he not ice of Mr.

little things, fonu of cherishing girlish do- 
luaions. There are girls with a purpose 
as theie are boys with a purpose; but, the 
world over, these in every graduating 
class are^in the minvrit^. The majority 
of peoploJdor^feh.avo^i?pdi^os'e'Bh^^ 
are driven by stress of circ'ufnstances to 
have ono. That is the fault of their train- 
ing. Tho boy or girl who came out of tho 
glamor of coinmoneoment day, from iiigh 
school or college, without a decidedly de- 
linitu purpose in life is apt to drift about 
in a helpless and unsatisfactory manner 
for -somo years. ' Oommencement 'day 
means the commencement of serious and 
purposeful living. The wreaths and gar- 
lands of tho seductive occasion were but 
foroahadowinga of the re.d victor's wreath, 
at tho end of the stadium. They were 
symbols pregnant with meaning, and, nor 
boy nor girl, should bo deluded into tho 
belief that they act mechanically, after 
the opu.i (qienttton the(ny, upon one's 
destiny. Still, there were sweet triumphs 
on coinmenoenient day. "(lathor yo rose- 
buds while ye may" was not sung in vain. 
Tho human race naturally runs after rose- 
buds, and a deal of valuable time is 
wasted in the gathering, and so the in- 
junction is not altogether a sound or pro- 
fitable one. Bather gather the rosebuds 
of your school days and commencement 
days; press them; label them; put them 
away as reminiscences. Life is a proeosa 
of action, and, if the action bo well dir- 
ectsd, there is little time for further rose- 
bud gathering. Nevertheless it was law- 
ful to si]) all the sweets of conmiencement 
day, and one would wish for a continuous 
glad commenoemont day tlirouglioiit life. 

.Ii'iiii>;k year is to be marked l)y a now 
coinage with the eliigy of the l,>ueon, not 
as she was when she sal at Winturhalter, 
nor as sho is ropreseseiitod in tho present 
Royal Academy, receiving the news at 
early dawn of hor accession, but as she 
is to-diiy in her si.vtj'-sovonth year, with 
tho marks that time have stani|icd on tlie 
royal face. Tlioro is a new double sover- 
eign preserving the capital St. George and 
the Dragon of Pistrucci. There is a 
double florin or dollar, a weighty jiiece 
and rival to tho old "Cruwn." On this 
coin is the t,>ueen's head, by the sculptor, 
Mr. Doehm. 'i'ho t,>ueeii wears a veil, 
edged in front with a coiispicuoii.i border- 
ing, a jewel circlet on her throat, and she 
is decorated with the Riband and Star of 
the Garter. On the very top of her head 
is I'laced the crown, wliicli .simply rests 
up,,*., thu head, and Mr. Uoelmi 1ms pi-o- 
sonted the symbol of authority in such an 
unlucky fashion that if the wearer moves 
it must inevitably fall. The reverse of 
this four shilling piece resembles with 
801110 ditlerences that of the florin. The 
aixpeiico, the shilling, and tho half-crown 
boar a family likeness to those now cur- 
rent, except that the usual wreath is re- 
placed by a more elaborate design. 

In addition to the general one of aver- 
sion to being mixed up in tho party rival- 
ries, there wore particul.ar reasons for 
(ioiieral Kaussier's refusal to take otlice in 
tho Ronvier government. It is explained 
on behalf of the militaiy governor of 
Paris that ho is very far from approving 
of the whole of General Boulanger's mil 
itjiry law, and, therefore, had he boon 
minister of war, tho chamber would have 
to adjouin the discussion of that law. 
Otherw ise, a rupture would have straight- 
way followed, because .Saussier is not an 
opijortunist mid cannot accomiiiodate bin 
nelf to proposjtis which ho believes Ui be 
bad for tho army and, therefore, for tho 
country. The governor is also reported 
to be very much against tho mobilization 
scliume. M. Barbo, the now minister of 
agriculture in Franco, is altogether an ex- 
ception to the rule. First, because of his 
speedy elevation to otlice, it being loss 
than two years since he first entered the 
chamber. Second, ho has never mice 
spoken in parliament; nor has there ever 
been a iiolitical man of fewer words out 
of it. Third, though a silent man, he 
has won fame by manufacturing a com- 
modity that makes as much noise in the 
world as most things — that is dynamite. 
M. Barbe's business is that of a manufac- 
turer of d}mamite. 

An attempt, liaekeil up by the intlueiiee 
of Lord Houghton, is being iiiaile to re- 
vive the dukedom of York, iind to urge 
that it bo bestowed upon one of tlio 
Queen's grandsons in this lier jubilee 
year. The dukedom was lirst created 
some five hundred years ago, the tirst 
duke being Edmund Plantageiiet, who 
was the fifth son of Edward lil. The 
title expired with Frederick, second son 
of George 111, in 1827, and has since re- 
mained in abeyance. The opijortunitj of 
reviving this most .uicient title is certainly 
a favorable one, and it is to be hojied that 
the ofl'orls in this respect will be success- 
ful. At present the only thing reiiiein- 
bercd as connected with this most vener- 
able dignity is that tiiere was once a brave 
idd holdo." of the title w ho inarched ten 
thousand men U]i a hill and then had the 
|)leasure of marching them down again. 
A revival mi^ht lead to some more stir- 
ring association.

Drake, for plaintiff, in presenting 
liis ease to tho jury made an able argu-
